PUGET SOUND MAIL SERVICE. 

There is an agitation going on across 
the Sound for the establishment of a daily 
mail bet\yeen Victoria nncl Sound ports. 
Such an arrangement would be very do- 
Birable. Everyone would be ghid to re- 
ceive' and send letters each day. The 
convenience would be great and a want at 
present felt somewhat severely would bo 
supplied. But wo do not flud nnyono on 
either side of the Straits complaiuing of 
the exceedingly unsatisfactory condition of 
the present semi- weekly service. Several 
months have elapsed since the noble spe- 
cimen of marine architeoturo known us 
the North Pacific was hauled off for re- 
pairs to hei boiler. Those repairs, we are 
assured, have been oomploted; but no 
sign is made of the intention of the own- 
era to put her on again. The service is 
now performed by two boats. Instead of 
one boat embarking Victoria mails, pass- 
sngers and freight at Sound ports and 
bringing them through to Victoria, tLoy 
are brought to Fort Towuaend iu 
one steamer and thoro transferred 
to anotlier steamer thnt cnrrios them 
across the stormy stretch of water to this 
port. Passeagers, mails and goods from 
tliis port for Puget Sound go through the 
same process. Two boats,' two- sets of 
ofiaoers, two crews and donble handling 
of goods, where one boat, one set of offi- 
cers, one crew and a single handling of 
goods should suffice, are amongst the dis- 
advantages that occur to us in disonssing 
the present mode of muil carriags. "NVo 
must glunce, too, at tbo iucouvenii'nco ox 
perienced by passengers in cbuuging from 
one boat to the other with their luggage, 
in having to await the traiiafer of freight 
from boat to boat, iu landing on our 
wharves after dark in the depth of the 
rainy, seaBon. and picking their way 
through tho streets to hotels or homos; at 
the discomfort inflicted upon tuo travel- 
ing public in having to embark before 
daylight ho that connections may be made; 
iat the loss and disappointment that many 
people sustain in not receiving thoir let- 
ters .until tbp'late^tb be answered by the 
xetum mail. These are all points that 
should be taken into consideration — for 
the public convenience and conilort must 
bo regarded as of greater importance than 
the mere question of the economical work-' 
ing of a line of stfamboats. Bat is the 
existing arrangement, which requires two 
boats and all the aAceBsuries. we have enu- 
■aerated, af« eoonomibal as would be the 
employment of the North Pacitic, which 
would come through to Victoria and ar- 
rive at 2 or 3 o'clock in the afternoon, and 
dispense with one-half the hands now 
employed ? We cannot believe that it is. 
Vf9 admit that the service is safe. Tho 
t'liiiibel, which carries tho mail between 
Yictoria'and PortTowusend, is a staunch 
and reliable seaboat; but she is slow and 
cannot compare with the North Pacific iu 
point of comfort or any other requisite 
that constitutes a first-class steamboat. A 
daily mail would prove a great conven- 
ience; but, on the y-hole, the public would 
first like to see the present semi-wookly 
service performed satisfactorily before 
they .encourage an aggravotion of tho evil.

BRITISH REVENITE RETURNS. 

The British roveuno returns for tho 
year, and for the quarter ending Soptem 
ber 30, have been issued. Tho amount 
received during the quarter has been 
£16,642,982, a not decrease compared with 
tho corresponding period hiht year of 
£109,025. The revenue for tlie year has 
been £78.974,867, a net increase of £1,- 
410,034 as compared with last year. In 
tho quarter the chief decrease is shown in 
customs, excise and stamps, excise alone 
showing a decrease of .c;j;54,000. These 
three heads also give a decrease on tho 
year. All other items except miBcellaiio- 
ous show an iiicreaao. Property and in- 
come tax, which on the quarter gives a 
debrease of £G2,000, on the year sbowa an 
increase of £1,050,000.

A HOME FOR THE INDIGENT. 



A correspondent, whose communica- 
tion we append, offers suggestions that 
are timely and seasonable. He calls at- 
tention to the fact that there are in this 
place a few persons who are diBstituto of 
the commonest necessaries of life, and 
whube physical condition is such that 
they are prevented from exerting them 
selves. Strangers in a strange laud, with- 
out friends or money, broken in spirit, 
without warm clothing or blankets, in 
habiting dank, cold rooms that aro ren 
dured doubly cheerless by tho lack of 
fuel, their condition appeals strongly to 
the sympathies of those who have plenty 
and to spare of this world's goods. Our 
correspondent refers to the contemplated 
esrly vacating of the lunatic asyliim by 
its present inmates, thinks that the 
Government would place the bnildings ut 
the disposal of any cliaritublo persons 
who might undertake tho eshiblishment 
there of a Home for the Indigent, and is 
of opinion that the Houao would aid the 
oanso with a money vote. Tho sugges- 
tion ia an oxcoUent one. An ei^^iblisii- 
ment of tho kind could bo very economi- 
cally managed, A single keeper would 
suffice to overlook tho Home, and 
seme of tho inmates, whoso physical con- 
dition would soon impiovo with regular 
food and warm clothing, could huw tho 
wood, do the wntthiiig aud ironing and 
cooking necesyiuy for tho OHtubliHhmcul;. 
So far as our obBorvation osteuds there 
are ten or twelve persons in this city on 
whom misfortune (through no fault 
of their own) has laid a heavy 
hand, and who would gladly einbraco 
an opportunity that might Ijo airoidud 
them to enter an institution jirovidod for 
the amelioration of their wrotcliod condi 
tion. On Thursday next tho hearts of 
the people of British Columbia will bo 
lifted up in grntitude to tho Giver of all 
Good for Hia manifold blessingK. Our 
correspondeut usks wliolher that day, of 
all others in the your, would not ho most 
appropriate for taking up u, collection in 
each of the churches to aid tho institu 
tion of a Homo for the Indigent? For 
our part we reply, Yes. Oharitable read- 
er, what do you think of the letter and its 
BUggestione? 

Editou Colonist;— There are at pres- 
ent in this I'rovinco a number of persons 
of both sexes— and they aro daily being 
added to— inconacitated by permanent di^- 
bility, the result of exposure in tho mines, 
accident, or old ago, from earning thoir 
own living. Tlieso people aro now a 
burden on n low charitiibly-<liHi)osed por- 
soua, who do thoir boat; but that best is, 
after all, most unsatisfactory. 

It is undbrstood that the presontlunatio 
asylum will become vacant within a few 
days. A wing of that building could, it 
in presumed, bo very well spared ai a

CANADA BILL'S FUNERAL. 



The Career of a Western Tralin (Gambler 

who Won Money by Thousands. 



"Canada Bill" died of consumption in 
County Hospital. His funeral v/im pro- 
bably tho strangest ever soon iu tho 
Charles Evans Oometry, for there were 
neither tears nor women nor minister 
about tho grave that now holds the re- 
mains of a man who died penniless in a 
strango land, but had tho name ono time 
of having won nearly half a million dol- 
lars at three card monte. 

His body was brought to tho under- 
taker's room in this city, and thence taken 
to the cemetery, where a dozen or more 
representatives of tho sporting fraternity 
of Reading had congregated about tho 
grave to do the last houors for tho "old 
sport" wko had won money ou nearly 
every railway in the United States east of 
tho llocky Mountains. 

After the hearao approached tho grave 
and the walnut colBn had been takon out 
and placed ou a bier, the question was 
asked whether the r. 'mains wore in it. 
Tho undertaker ^nossed that they were 
still thoro. "Unscrew tho lid," tho master 
of ceremonies ordered. "Bill was in many 
u tight box and ho worked himself out 
somehow or other, and it's no dead sure 
thing that ho ain't got out on the trip to 
tho cemetery." While they were taking 
oil tho lid it was noticed that tho screws 
wore not of solid silver. One of tho 
mourners remarked that Bill's game had 
not been ono of tho squarest, but ho 
guessed that tliero wero tricks in all trades 
as well as tho moule players. Tho corpse 
was found in the coffin. The men had 
mado •orrangementa with one of their 
acquaintances to read a prayor, »r a short 
burial service at tho grave, but ho came 
not. The wind was raw and chilly, and 
after tho lid had been again screwed on, 
orders were given that the interment 
should be made. 

Canada Bill's proper name was William 
Jones. He was an English gypsy and 
came to this country seventeen years ago. 
Ho was a horse trader, and finally began 
to play at throe card monto. Ho drifted 
into Kingston, Canada, where ho got the 
name of Canada Bill. Ho operated 
all over the North during tho wai-, r.nd 
after the war closed ho was on tho iied 
river and on the Missibsippi. lie was al-

Mr. and Miss Gladstone nrrived at 
Kingstowu on tho 17th ult.

The time and circumstances 
favour the supposition, and tho in- 
formation Unshod from London that 
the visit is to be only 'peiKOual and 
private' has been reueived with derisive 
inoredulifcy," • •• ..; 

A startling illustration io the exfent 
to which foreign competition is under- 
mining English labour is given in tho 
arrival of the steamer Cumbria with a 
cargo which includes several hundred 
coffins, imported from Norwoy, ready 
for immediate use. 

The marriage of the Dute of Norfolk 
is expected lo bo ono of the most 
rplendid ailairtj ever soon in England. 
It is aoveral hundred yoais since a 
Uukc of Norfolk was married as a 
duke, and it will bo tho first time on 
which the nuptials of an Earl. Marshal 
of England have been celebrated. 

"I spent Monday evening with Me- 
hemet Ali, writes tho Constantinople 
correspondent of tho Manchester 
"Guardian." He told mo he intends 
making a direct appeal to tho Sultan 
to send him back to the Danube com- 
mand with inore'& oh. Healeo informs 
me what I had previously heard — 
namely, that he had received direct 
orders from tho Palaco to cross the 
second Lorn and the Yantra, and that 
he refused to do so, asking that anothor 
commander might be sent to carry out 
these orders, as ho would not risk the 
fortunes of the Empire by such a haz- 
ardous enterprise. Ho had only 40,000 
available fightiuy men, whereas the 
enemy was in a nmgnilicenfc position, 
with q\'or 80,000. Tho Lom, more- 
over, would have to be. traversed in the 
face of the Eusdnn guns, which was an 
impossibility. 

The death is announced of a dis- 
tiuguished Welsh clergyman, tho llev. 
Charles Williams, D. D., principal of 
Jesus College, Oxford, after a some- 
what short illness. Dr. Williams 
graduated at Josus College in 1827, 
when ho gained first-class honours in 
classics. 

The authorities of Weimar, by a re- 
cent police order, have rendered the 
act of playing the pianoforte in a dwell- 
ing house or other buildiqg of which 
the windows have been left open an 
oU'enco punishable by fine. 

At tho Margate (Quarter Sessions the 
Recorder, Mr. Frederick James Smith, 
gave e.-cpressioiis of tho opinion that gi'and 
juries wcru now of very little use, because, 
owing to tho notice taken by tho press of 
magistorial onqairies, magistrates were 
exceedingly careful as to committing por- 
Hons for trial.

The London Court of Aldermen liaa 
decided for tho third time that Sir John 
Bennett is not a fit person to represent tbe 
Ward of Cheap. Sir John's coun.sel baa 
admitted tho legality of the (Court's veto, 
and suid that ijo wouM not continue his 
candidature. ]t is remarkable that none 
of the papers give any explanation of tho 
ground of objection to Sir John by tho 
Court of Aldermen.

About a week after 
this occurrende'a'misaionary passing by 
tho spot heard of the affair, and commu 
nioated tho facts to Mrs. O'Brien by lot 
tor to Chicoutimi, where tho news created 
great excitement, many thinking that Mr 
O'Brien's capture had been followed by 
his murder. In tho meantime hia dis- 
tracted wife ia taking every step possible 
to ascertain his whereabouts and recover 
hja liberty.

'^'ikEARNEY'S SEDITIOIT. 

He is Served with Three New Warrants 
—What he is Charged with Having 
said. 

Dennis Kearney was this morning 
served with three warrants one charg- 
ing him with misdemeanor,' The first 
complaint alleges that ho u.sod the 
following language ou September 23d: 
"If we do not get our rights by fair 
means we will by powder and ball. It 
is mere child's play for us to load our 
ships with Obinamen and send them 
back to their Flowery Kingdom. 
When we got our 20,000 men armed, 
then we will tell tho "Post" what we 
intend doiug with thoni. We want 
our organization to be so strong and 
powerful that it would be able to level 
down any prison walls if they were as 
strong as the City Hall." 

The second complaint charges him 
having used the following language: 
"Drive all the Chinamen out of San 
Francisco, and hang all the thieves and 
politicians. The monopolists who have 
made money by employing cheap labor 
hod better look out. They have built 
themselves fine resideucos ou Nob Hill, 
have erected flagstalis upon their roofs. 
Let them take care that they have 
not erected their own gallows. I re- 
commend that a mark be placed on 
the backs of all who employ Chinese, 
especially tho Rov. Otis Gibson, and 
if necessary hang them to tho nearest 
lami3-post." This language is charged 
to have been uttered ou the 15th of 
October. 

The third complaint charges him 
with saying: "It was well that the 
managers of the Mission Woolen Mills 
had opened their mills to tho inspec- 
tion of the Committee yesterday. If 
they had refused I would have issued 
a call for 3,000 men to assemble at the 
corner of Market and Kearny streets, 
to go out there and take the Chinese 
lopors out by the neck. AVhen we 
issue a call jire want' you to answer 
promptly. 

"I want to tell you that what Phil- 
osopher Pickett said about pulling 
down Crocker's fence did not issue 
from us. I would not dirty my hands 
with that. We have had a greater 
object. I tell you if I came to that, 
and I want Stanford to know and I 
want procker to know, that if the 
order came from ine tbe fence would 
be pulled down. It I give an order 
to hang Crocker, Crocker shall bo 
hanged.

Steilacoom. 

Steilacoom (Washington Territory), 
though unknown to general fame, has 
some historical importance. It was 
from it thatGeneral Harney dispatched 
Lieutenant Pickett, since famous as 
a confederate commander, to seize San 
Juan Island, which tho British Colum- 
bians claimed for themselves. 

Many stirring anecdotes of those 
days are related by the enthusiastic 
pioneers, and with honest pride they 
dwell upon the integrity, spirit, and 
bravery of that fine type of the Ameri- 
can soldier, tho veteran general, and 
the gallant nonchalance of this young 
officer, who^ when told by the pompous 
British commander that if he did not 
quit the island the English fleet would 
land its soldiers and capture his miser- 
able excuse of a fortification replied 
that the throats ceuld in all probability 
bo enforced, but many a red-coat 
would deck its bastion ere ;they wore 
fulfilled. His careless bearing, easy 
indilTereuco, and genial hospitality, 
prevented, undoubtedly, the angry 
Britons from overcoming a prudent 
inactivity, and this led to our late 
quiet possession of the place through 
the gracious assent of bis Germanic 
majesty. When the island was occu- 
pied conjointly by British and Ameri- 
can troops, and magistrates were 
appointed by both nations to mete out 
justice to all, the judicial dignity of 
the Britons was so shocked by the 
action of the American contemporaries 
on the bench that they were compelled 
to retire from the association through 
fear of ridicule. The English magis- 
trate appointed to the island circuit 
being impressed with his own import- 
ance appeared in court in faultless 
attire, and wearing tbe most faabion-. 
able glores. His Yankee confrere, 
who was appointed apparently for tbe 
pecial purpose of contrast, appeared 
in an old suit of rusty gray, acoUarlesa 
flannel shirt, and bis large and horny 
hands never knew any covering other 
than a coat of day, British dignity, 
could scarcely stanid such company, 
and it was only a severe sense of duty 
that made the English justice bear 
with the association. The last straw, 
however^ was heaped on one day, 
when the American judicial came into 
court with unkempt hair and beard 
and the inevitable old suit, but array- 
ed, ye gods! iu a brand-new pair of 
glaring-yellow kid-gloves, through 
which the hands seemed to have 
prawled. When he took his seat on 
the bench, to the disgust of the other, 
and held up his hands, with fingers 
utstrotched, the audience in the court 
roared with laughter to such an extent 
that no business could be transacted. 
This attempt at imitation or mockery 
was so evident iihat , even the Britons 
could not suppress tiieir laughter; and 
the result was, that the English magis- 
trated retreated from the bench in a 
fit of disgusted anger, and vowed he 
would never again sit with such a boor. 
He kept his word; so the American 
esidents were tried thereafter before 
their rude though just and fun-loving 
justice of the peace. This was what 
they aimed at; so American diplomacy 
aiued another victory. — From Apple- 
ton's Journal for November. 



Cleopatra's Needle. 

We are startlod to-day by the news that 
the obelisk whioh the public spirit of Mr. 
Erasmus Wilson had caused to be remov- 
ed from an Egyptian desert— its resting- 
place for centuries— and conveyed to En- 
gland has probably found a permanent 
site at tho bottom of tho Bay of Biscay. 
It waa no easy matter to remove this cele- 
brated monumout of Egyptian greatness 
and technical skill from the spot where it 
lay to the port of embarkation. This waa, 
however, safoly overeomo by Jlr. Dixon, 
the able engineer entruBtod with tho work. 
It was still more difBult to lit tho obeliak 
into a spocios of ship which should firmly 
buoy tho ponderous "needle." and keep 
it ailoat until it reached the Thames. So 
far as the Bay of Biscay, however, all 
wont well, but there occurred on Sunday 
night one of the greatest storms of many 
years past, a storm that did vast damage 
in England to property of all kinds, but 
which assumed the dimenaiona of a hurri- 
cane in the tempestuous Bay of Biscay, 
The captain of the Olga, the steamship 
whioh had the obelisk and its buoying 
vessel the Cleopatra in tow, telegraphs 
last night from Falmouth that tho ropo 
had broken in tho storm, and that bo has 
no hope of over finding tho Cleopat a and 
her freight again. In other words, ho has 
no doubt that oboliok and vessel aro at 
tho bottom of the sea. Unfortunately ais 
gallant lives were lost in a noblo effort to 
rescue the crew of the grotesquely shap- 
ed Cleopatra from thoir perilous position. 
Six seamen from tbe Olga jiut oil" in tho 
gale, thoir boat capsized and all wore 
drowned. Curiously, the men ou board 
tho Cleopatra, whom they went to rescue, 
wero all saved, having put off in their own 
life-boat, and reached the Olga without 
misadventure, notwithstanding the fury 
of tho waves. So safe was tho result of 
tho obelisk's passage thought to bo that it 
was insured for a largo sum the other day 
after it had eafely passed Lisbon at fifteen 
shillings po.- cent.; and, doubtless, had it 
not been for the storm of Sunday— a 
tempest of most abnormal force and se- 
verity — it would havo reached England in 
mle^, . ■
